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REPUBLICAN SUCCESS. 

What Can be Accomplished in 
Good Old Kentucky— Proper 
Leadership Neecessary. 

Kentucky would under wine guid- 
ance cvertually become ■ Republican 
St.tc. This result might not be 
•chlevsd lo one year, or two, but it 
conld be made ressouably certain. 
Some time ago the Kvening Post Indi- 
cated how it waa yosaibte for the 
South, instead of being the chief re- 
liance of the Den iicrala, to^>ecome a 
Republican stiongbold. Tm South, 
long iaolated, indnatiiously and com- 
mercially, la >>ect>mtng more and moie 
a part of the Nation. The political 
unity eatsbIUhed by the war between 
the st.tea la at last producing com- 
mercial and induitiial unity, and thia 
in turn muat strengthen political nni- 
ty to the eatent ol putting Sonlhern 
participation in currant politics in 
harmony with the dominant spirit and 
interest of the N^rtion. 

The South, as Its rraourrea develop 
ia more and more intertated in the 
maintenance ol the sound public pull- 
ey that makes this development pos- 
sible. Tbl-. means a growing Repub* 
tican party In the South, for there ia 
no pio.pect that the Sonlh will be 
able to find In any other jrarly either 
the policy or the leadcrahip tsaenlial 
to the continuation ol Southern pro- 
greaa. 

Kentucky, not having been ao 
tboroughly cat ofl from ita participa- j 
Hon in the National life, will natural- j 
ly be one of the first of the Sonthern 
States to put itself in complete accord 
with the dominant political sentiment 
of the Nation. 

There is practically no Negro rjues- 
tlon in Kentucky politics, and the 
old prrjuilicea have been greatly dis- 
turbed by the events of the past few 
years 

Louiavilte, the metropolis of the | 
South, under decent Kepubllcsn lead- | 
ershp, ia overwhelmingly Repabllcan. 
Lexington, Owensboro and Maysville 
are Republican. With a fair express- 
loo of the popular will, Paducah, Cov- 
ington, Rowling C.reen and Newport | 
are against the Democratic machine. 
The blue GrsM region la gi.-idnally 
beerrming Repnbllcan. 

The lulure growth ol Kentucky now 
promises tu be v.ry largely in the 
city of LoulavlUe and the despised 
mountain region. The mountnins 
are the least developed part ul the ' 
State, and they are the richest in nat 
nral resonrces Lunlarllle la growing 
more rapidly toar than ever before. 
It Is natnral, then, that population 
and wealth shonld, for some time to 
come, iticitase more rapidly in Louis 
vilte tod the moonlaios thus In any 
any other part ol the Stale, and this 
means that it Kentucky la not Ke 
publican, it will ac on become ao by 
natural growth, provided, ol course, 
the Republican parly cotiusts leader- 
ship to honest acd cap.tble men. 

There Is, tberetore, the greatest in- 
centive for the honesty, intelligence 
and patrlotiem in the Republican par- 
ty to oarert themaelves, even at the 
sacrifice of a temporary victory With 
the prospects before their party, the 
Kcpublicana shoald build, not merely 
for a day, but lor the future, which ia 
ao easily theirs It they deserve suc- 
cess. In the present ertsis in their 
.fTalra, the Republicans are not mere- 
ly on trial for the present campaign. 
They are ca'ted upon to say whether 
they will occupy the great field that 
ia open to them, whether the people 



can lork to them for relief from Goe- 
telUm, or whether they must start 
from the hollom, to organise for the 
destruction of both machines. — Louis 
vlllc Rvening Post.

Wall street is intensely Interested 
in the almost daily alignment of forces 
in the struggle between the Morgan- 
bnnd clique for the cbiefsbip of the 
financial field. They are busy count- 
ing up the resources of the respective 
aides, and trying to figutr ont who, on 
a mere show of wealth, would win. 

In this connection a promineut 
Wall street banker, who, for reaMus 
of [ollcy, does not wish bis c.vme 
mentioned, trades startling st.-iUment 
regarding the resources of John D. 
Rcckefeller yesterday. He is in a 
position, by teaacn of close business 
relationship, to know of what be 
speaks. He said: 

"I have read the recent Wall-street 
articles in the Jrurnal regarding the 
rivalry between the Morgan and 
Rcckefeller Interests, I think the ar- 
ticles have described tbe situation 
pistty accurately, but of one thing I 
am certain, the loumal has undereati- 
' mated the wealth of John D. Roclce- 
teller. I have never seen a newspaper 
statement that approximated it. In- 
stead of their figures, I should say 
Mr. Rockefeller is worth little less 
than a thousand mllllona to day. 

"Take his holdings In Standard Oil 
alone. They have been worth during 
the present year more than < too.ooo,- 
OCX). But it must be remmbered 
that Mr. Raahsda l ler, who .quandera 
less than woM Bak maa aa kls p«t- 
sonal wak^htg kosa /tmKtmg mtk 
at tha ratsR Aaaaawd kstaMsx. 

"I don’t aaia aagr oMS arW doiqf 
that Mr. asaboMUi baa aaoda as 
average of !•«,•••, aoo a y«ar i*r tea 
years.

"But tbe sccnritica from which this 
Income baa baan darlvad have steadily 
increased la valna.

Discovery of Wolf Sink. 

A special to the Bowling Green 
News from Oakland, ky., gives the 
lollowlng Interesting account ol luc 
disTOvery of a cave: Situated on thar 
Loifiavllls and Nashville railroad.Al- 
,mmt atldsMy between this place and 
aasa y WM , ia wb I Is known aa 
"Wall atak." Tb/s sink covers 
about tlirsa acres of ground and is 
said to be I So feet deep. 

It got its name, scturdlug to old 
citix.'na, from the circumstances tfaat 
In tbe eaily settlement of this coun- 
try wolves in great number jumped 
into the sink after the carcass of a 
horae which had fallen in, and being 
unable to get out the wolves died of 
starvation. During tbe wet, rainy 
weather water is aeen to rise to con- 
siderable depth In Wolf Sink and to 
recede and entirely disappear in dry 
weather ; hence it has been long be- 
lieved that this water came from a 
subterranean stream. 

Some few days ago, with the view 
of finding a cavity and this supposed 
stream of water, Mr. Joe Lewis insti- 
tuted search for an eutrance, and alter 
removing a few atones and some de 
oris succeeded in findiug an opening 
to a Urge cave. Mr. I/;wls entered 
and explored the cave to a dlst.ince of 
about 3 o yards and found a atream ol 
clear, cold water, varying in width 
from a lew feet to fity or seventy -five 
feet, and the volume being nearly. If 
nut lite, as great as that at Graham 
Springs, which is known to many ol 
your readers. 

The writer recently had the privi- 
lege ol entering this Wolf Sink cave 
in company with Mr. Lewis and a lew 
others. We went in about 300 yards 
or as far as we could well go without 
a bolt. No survey has yet been made 
ol tbe course of the stream, but it 
seems to becoming from the dlrsction
